The Chronicle's Allegation. 

The Italian’ Foreign :Ofiice isaued 
a statement denying “The Rumours 
attributing to Signor Giunta a de- 
claration of a political character,” 
to which the Chronicle replies to- 
\day. It, alleges that Signor Giunta, 
on his arrival in Malta, vehemently 
attacked the Italian Consul and the 
Secretary of the local Fascist Or- 
ganisation because they did not 
wear biack shirts when they board-) 
ed the steamer to receive him. 

“You Sheep!” 

- ‘The Consul tried to. calm. him, 
the newspaper states, pointing out 
that the situation was delicate. 
Signor Giunta shouted: 
sheep, I want to hear no excuses. 
We must- teach these—English 
what Fascism is.” 

The Consul then pointed out 
that they were in British territory 
and they must be prudent. To this 
Signor Giunta is alleged to have 
angrily retorted: “Here we are in 
Italy, on the highway to our Afri- 
can Empire, and on the most Fas- 
cist highway Italy has.”

MR. DE VALERA SURPRISED 


Dublin, Yesterday.. 

Although the Easter demonstration passed 
quietly in the Irish Free State and Northern Ire- 
land, there exists an undoubtedly grave apprehen- 
sion as to how long this paradoxicak state of affairs 
can continue. was et 

The feeling is prevalent that sooner or later 
friction will break out between the Free State Army 
and the Irish Republican Army as it is well known 
that the Republicans still have.arms and ammuni- 
tion secretly stored in various parts of the country. 

The Irish Republican Army issued a warning 
to:Mr. De Valera’s Government to-day that it will 
remain an organised force until the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty is scrapped “Lock, stock and Barrel,” thus 
shattering Mr. De Valera’s belief that the removal 


of the Oath of Allegiance and the settlement of the 


land annuities would win the LR,A.’s loyal support 
and bring about the dissolution of the Army. 
To-day, 5,000 of the Irish Republican Army 
openly flaunted its strength in Dublin with a mass 
parade at which a proclamation by the LR.A. Army 
Council, couched in unequivocal terms, was read 
out warning the De Valera Government that 
proclamation of the Republic in 1916 remaing for 
us the fundamental declaration of the right and 
authority to fight for a free Jreland.”-——Reuter.:

The post-card from Turkey was 

blank—save ,for the postmark, 
. Yozgad, and the address: “Sir 
Henry Jones, 184 King’s Road, 
‘Tighnabriaich, Scotland." 

Tighnabruaich, as Hayden 
Church tells us in the New York 
Times Magazine, “is a smal) village 
with no King’s Road, and only a 
handful of houses.” No such ex- 
plicit address wns needed, and Sir 
Henry, who wns professor of moral 
philosophy in Glasgow, became 
suspicious. 

The card was from his son, 
Liout. Harry Jones, who, with the 
fall of Kut during the World War, 
had been interned in a Turkiah pri- 
‘son camp. 

The young man was trying to 
get 2 message across, his father 
was sure. So he sent the card to 

_“Roam 40,” that suite in White- 
hall where Sir Alfred Ewing and 
his staff of cryptographers decod- 
ed ciphers so expertly and expedi- 
tlously that they were always right 
up with the Germans. It is of 
Sir Alfred and his exploits that Mr. 
Church writes,

How do:they doit? Take the 
Chicago milk trade. The bulk of 
the milk: was conveyed to the 
wholesalers’ creameries by trucks, 
The gangsters launched a 
systematic campaign of ter: 
rorization against the drivers, 
applying the technique developed in 
rum-running.... They hijacked the 
trucks and emptied the contents of 
the cans in ditches by the roadside. 
With the campaign at its height a 
gangster emissary notified the 
wholesalers he was,prepayed to “sell 
them protection” for a cut of 2 
cents a quart. : After much pro- 
tecting the wholesalers agreed and 
thereafter paid 4 cents a quart. 
The farmer, however, continued to 
receive but 2 cents.

Each cell forms part of a circuit 
which, through a relay, controls an 
electro magnet, which in turn gives) 
an up or down movement to one of 
tn cluster of thin metal rods. The 
‘ends of these rods, of about the size 
of large pinheads, are brought to- 
gether in a compact’ little square 
under the finger of the reader. The 
rate at which the operation takes 
place is’ controlled by a handle 
worked by the reader and the speed 
of ending therefore depends solely 
on the latter’s touch. 


Simplified Braille. 


The choice of extension to 42 of 
{the number of cells enables almost 
any known type to'be reproduced, 
but the system vould, of course, ba 
enlarged to whatever limit was ree 
quired. 

For reading Braille, M. and Mme. 
Thomas have perfected a second 
apparatus similar in all respects to 
the other except that it contains 
only six photo-clectric, cells, theae 
being all that are necessary to de- 


world. Many other insects, fish, and 
animals of all kinds ‘do their bit in 
helping the doctor in his fight 
against disease. 

From Fish and Sheep. 

The humble cod fish gives us the 
invaluable cod liver oil, which is 
one of our chief weapons against 
tuberculosis. 

Hog's lard is used as the basis 
of many ointments, and the fat ob- 
tuined from sheep's wuol is used in 
making ointments and healing 
ereams. Some of the latter contain 
spermaccti, a white, shiny, crystal- 
line wax obtained from the sperm 
whale. 

Ichthyol, a dark brown substance 
not unlike treacle, is obtained from 
fossil fish deposits. It is used 
medicinally both internally and ex- 
ternally, especially in diseases of the 
skin. >
